There was no response to the call for public coments.
98- 397 RECONSI DERATI ON - COUNTY MANAGER S SEVERANCE PACKAGE

Conmi ssi oner Canp explained that it was her intent when she voted for the notion to retain the forner county nanager as an

enpl oyee for six months so that he may have the opportunity to buy additional enployed years to receive higher retirement benefits
and she felt that was owed to him Comr ssioners Galloway and Shaw stated that they do not want to revisit this issue and want the
action to stand as they were satisfied with what occurred.

On nmotion by Commi ssioner Canp, seconded by Conmmi ssioner Muliot, which nmotion duly carried with Comn ssioners Gal |l oway and Shaw
voting "no," Chairman Bond ordered that the Board action of April 28, 1998 [Mnute Item 98-396], regarding the County Manager's
severance package be reconsi dered.

Conmmi ssi oner Gall oway offered sone alternatives to retaining the forner county manager at full salary, stating that he believes
that since M. Maclntyre is not yet 60 and is still enployable it is unnecessary to set himup so that he nay buy 30 years and
that such an enploynent arrangenent nay have a negative aspect in the event he receives a job offer and his work for the County
has to cease as well as his salary because he has to be full tine sonmewhere else, then that portion of the severance that he would
have received in the original package will not be owed to him

Conmi ssi oner Canp noved that the ampunt of the severance pay remmin at $118,515 as provided for below, that M. Maclntyre be given
until Thursday, May 7, 1998, at 5:00 p.m to accept this package; and that if he chooses to not accept this, then the severance
package approved on April 28, 1998, will stand.

Retain John Maclntyre as a special projects advisor for six nonths at his present salary with standard County benefits



until October 31, 1998 $ 76, 411;

Provi de fundi ng necessary to purchase one year of service credit with PERS and related costs $ 42,104 Total Severance
Package $118, 515

Chai rman Bond stated that she would Iike M. Maclntyre to have this opportunity, and whether or not he seizes this opportunity is
up to him as she feels this is nore equitable. Conmm ssioner Muliot pointed out that the ampunt of the severance pay will remain
exactly the same and the only difference is that he will be retained as an enpl oyee.

Conmi ssi oner Galloway stated his concern with someone getting this salary when they are not in the position that pays that anount,
and explored the possibility of reducing the pay for this job and retaining some of the severance, with M. Mclntyre receiving
some of the six-nonths |longevity but the pay for the job he would be doing would not be out of proportion to the responsibilities
which are not as great as that of the County Manager

In response to Chairman Bond noting that the notion was not seconded, Commi ssioner Mouliot seconded the notion.

Conmi ssi oner Gall oway stated that perhaps $25,000 woul d be a good salary and woul d be nore comensurate with what is expected in
this job as an advisor with the other advantage being if he would have to resign to take another job then he would not be | osing
the whole salary only the | ower salary.

Commi ssi oner Bond stated that she does not believe any further discussion is called for as she is not willing to reduce the
sal ary, and she then called for the vote.

The notion carried with Comm ssioners Bond, Canp, and Muliot voting in favor, and Conm ssioners Gall oway and Shaw voting in
opposi tion.
